| Water Department — 
Continues 
Improvements 


By C. L. LONGSON 
(City Manager, Menlo Park) 


Benefits to householders now 
being served by the Menlo Park 
municipal water department are 
fast becoming more and more ap- 
parent and, within the next six 
months, we hope to turther im- 
prove service in the Beile Haven 
and Willow areas. 

By that time, we hope to have 
pressure reducers installed which 
will assure a more uniform flow 
of water in the area: more mains, 
to assure more adequate circula- 
tion, should also be in. 

What is being done can be illus- 
trated by the results of one of our 
recent projects, the’ replacement 
of a 2-inch pipe along Middlefield 
road from Willow road to Santa 
Monica avenue with an 8-inch 
pipe. 


Where water pressure, which 
at “low load” hours stood at 118 
pounds, dropped to 40 pounds 
during “peak use” hours, the 
new pipe maintains the pres- 
sure at closer to 80 pounds even 
when the load is heaviest, ac- 
cording to measurements made 
since the installation was put 
in. 


A similar improvement is con- 
templated in the vicinity of Bay 
and Willow roads. 


When this is done, we can in- 
Stall pressure reducers for the 
system. 

What will be the advantage of 
this to the residents of Belle Hav- 
en and the Willows? |

With reduced maximum pres- | 
sure, fixtures using water will | 
have longer lives, since they 
will not be subjected to the hea- 
vy strains under whith they are | 
now operating.

And, with the vagaries of the 
international situation to consider, 
it would be well to contemplate 
the construction, at some future 
time, of storage facilities for the 
city’s water supply. 

Another way in which the wa- 
ter department has been making 
improvements is in the work done 
on fire hydrants. When mains are 
repaired or replaced, hydrants at- 
tached thereto are inspected and, 
if necessary, repaired or replaced. 
This cooperation with the Menlo 
Park Fire District can more than 
pay for itself if it aids in extin- 
guishing only one bad fire. 

The city’s water commissioners, 
who a little over a year ago were 
complete neophytes in the water 
business, have done an outstand- 
ing job and learned much as the 
department has become a growing 
concern.
